Nationwide human chain 


seeks to end hunger

SAN DIEGO — San Diego will join 
forces with other cities across the United 
States in enlisting six million people to 
form a human chain from Los Angeles to 
New York City May 25. 


They will stand side by side, holding 
hands, to symbolize the need for 
cooperation in ending hunger and home- 
lessness in this country. 


THE AIM of the ‘‘Hands Across 
America’’ project is to raise more than 
$50 million for community-based 
programs helping the hungry and 
homeless. Each participant will donate at 
least $10 to join the line. 


SHARE (Self-Help and Resource 
Exchange) and National University have 
teamed up to recruit about 200,000 
people in San Diego County needed to fill 
the gap between Blythe and Phoenix. The 
Arizona population is too small to support 
their 500-mile segment, a SHARE 
spokesman said. 


“SHARE believes that the stretch 
between Blythe and Phoenix is symbolic 
of the same stretch between hunger and 
no hunger in America,’’ Deacon Carl 
Shelton, SHARE executive director said. 

“HANDS ACROSS “America is 
Americans become aware of the plight of 
our fellow citizens who suffer from 
hunger and homelessness,’ said Dr. 
David Chigos, president of National 
University. 

The chain will cover 4,000 miles and 


cross 16 states and the District of 


Columbia. 

The governors of these states — eight 
Republican and eight Democrat — have 
endorsed the project. Each has assigned a 
staff aide to promote and coordinate the 
event. 

ABOUT 400,000 people are needed to 
fill the 300-mile span in California that 
will pass through cities such as Indio, 


Palm Springs, Anaheim, Riverside, 
Banning and Long Beach. 
Proceeds will be distributed 


immediately after the May 25 event, said 
California State Director Roger Carrick 
at a news conference. The distribution 
will be handled by the USA for Africa 
foundation, originator of the project.

TEN PERCENT will be allotted to

Fr. Curran tells Vatican 
he will not retract views

WASHINGTON (NC) — Catholic 
University of America theologian Father 
Charles E. Curran has formally refused 
Vatican demands to retract his views in 
areas where he dissents from Church 
teaching. 

“In conscience ‘at the present time I 
cannot and do not change the theological 
positions I have taken,’’ Father Curran 
wrote to Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, head 
of the Vatican’s Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith, in a letter made 
public April 25. 


MEANTIME, MORE than 18,000 
American Catholics signed - statements 
urging the Vatican not to impose 
penalties the priest has been threatened 
with because of his dissenting positions, 
chiefly in areas of sexual morality and 
medical ethics. 


In his letter Father Curran said he still 
believed his dissent was ‘‘legitimate’’ and 
said he remained ‘‘quite disappointed’’ 
that the congregation would not 
“‘explicitly state what are the norms 
governing the legitimacy or the possibility 
of dissent. . . and then indicate how I 
have violated these norms.”’ 


He thanked the cardinal, however, for 
“‘your explicit recognition (at a March 8 
meeting in Rome) of the fact that I have 
never denied any dogmas or truths of the 
faith.’’ 


HE RENEWED his request, 
previously rejected by the congregation, 
for a compromise under which he could 


continue to teach as a Catholic theologian 
but would refrain from teaching sexual 
ethics, the chief area of his dissent. He 
suggested that as part of the compromise 
the congregation might issue a statement 
spelling out where his views are at 
variance with Church teaching. 


Last September Cardinal Ratzinger 
warned Father Curran that if he would 
not retract his dissenting views, he could 
lose his 20-year post as a professor on the 
theology faculty of Catholic University.

In March Father Curran was asked to 
give his ‘‘final written reply’’ so that the 
Vatican investigation, begun in 1979, 
could be brought to a close. 


THE PRIEST sent the final reply on 
April 1, but he said then that he would 
not make it public until the doctrinal con- 
gregation had time to receive it. The 
reply’s April 25 release was timed to 
coincide with the delivery to Cardinal 
Ratzinger of a package containing more 
than 18,000 signatures from colleagues, 
former students and others expressing 
support for Father Curran.

BISHOP FREED — A Libyan bishop 
detained since April 10 has been freed in 
Libya, the Vatican said April 21. The Vatican 
announcement came: after news reports from 
Libya quoted church officials in the North 
African country as saying that Bishop 
Giovanni Martinelli had been freed April 19. 
“I can confirm the release,’’ said Msgr. Giulio 
Nicolini, Vatican press spokesman. ANSA, 
the Italian news agency, in a Tripoli, Libya, 
interview, quoted the bishop as saying he was 
“treated very, very well’’ after being detained 
by a group of unarmed Libyans. He said that 
he found the contact with ‘‘the Moslem 
world...a very pleasant spiritual experience.”’ 
Bishop Martinelli heads the Vicariate of 
Tripoli and is the apostolic administrator of 
the Vicariate of Benghazi, Libya. 


COURT OVERSTEPS BOUNDS — 
Archbishop Roger Mahony of Los Angeles 
said April 21 that a California appeals court 
erred in ruling that quadriplegic Elizabeth 
Bouvia has the right to refuse to be force-fed. 
The appeals court April 16 ordered High 
Desert Hospital in Lancaster, Calif., to stop 
force-feeding Bouvia, who two years ago 
waged an unsuccessful battle in the courts to 
be allowed to starve herself to death. Bouvia 
suffers from cerebral palsy and arthritis, and is 
paralyzed. Archbishop Mahony said the court 
of appeals “‘has entered a realm where its 
competence does-not lie.’’ As guardians of the 
gift of life, ‘‘we do not have the right to end 
our life through direct action — such as 
refusing to eat,’’ he said. 


VATICAN BANK ADMINISTRATION — 
West German Cardinal Joseph Hoffner of 
Cologne has revived a recommendation he 
made three years ago that the Vatican bank 
should be administered by lay banking experts 
and monitored by an independent church 


office. The control of the Institute for 
Religious Works, currently administered by 
U.S. Archbishop Paul Marcinkus, should be 
““put in the hands of lay experts,’’ Cardinal 
Hoffner said in a February talk to West 
German bishops. The talk was published in 
the April issue of the Italian magazine 30 
Giorni (30 Days). Cardinal Hoffner, an expert 
in church finances, said that the bank’s 
management and budget should be regularly 
checked by a separate Vatican office and that a 
commission of banking experts should be 
established to help the bank avoid ‘‘risky 
speculation.”’ 


CATHOLICS VS. APARTHEID — 
Catholics throughout South Africa have been 
asked by their bishops to share their views on 
controversial non-violent methods for ending 
racial discrimination in the country. The 
nationwide invitation was part of the 
preparation for an April 29-May 1 bishops’ 
meeting to discuss alternatives to violent 
resistance to apartheid. Many non-violent 
opponents of South Africa’s racial policy 
advocate the use of economic sanctions and 
disinvestment by foreign firms in South Africa 
to bring pressure for change. The decision to 
call the April 29 meeting appears to be at least 
partly the result of a recent meeting between 
delegates of the southern African bishops’ 
conferencé and leaders of the outlawed African 
National Congress. 


MISSIONARIES PERSECUTED — A 
Vatican publication has denounced 
widespread ‘‘hostility’’ and ‘‘persecution’’ of 
church personnel, particularly in Africa, 
where it said at least 20 church workers were 
killed in 1985. In Angola and Mozambique 
alone, the report added, it would be ‘‘almost 
impossible to count the number of missionary 
men and women who have been abducted and 
then forced to leave the country.’’ Elsewhere 
around the world, it said, the Church 
continues to be silenced by governments that 
violate basic human rights. The report, 
published by an agency of the Congregation 
for the Evangelization of Peoples, listed some 
20 nations where church personnel are 
restricted or harassed.

SHARE program to begin in Ciudad Juarez

ALCALA PARK — The Self Help and Resourct 
Exchange (SHARE) program will distribute food in 
Ciudad Juarez, Chihuahua, Mexico, the eighth Mexican 
city to receive this service. 

Bishop Manuel Talamas Camandari of Ciudad Juarez 
came to San Diego April 24 to sign contracts to finalize 
the project. 

THE PROGRAM will initally distribute food to about 
3,000 needy families in the diocese of Cuidad Juarez, 
Bishop Camandari said. It is located across the Rio 
Grande River from El Paso, Texas. 

About 1,250,000 persons, 90 percent of whom are 
Catholic, live in the Diocese of Ciudad Juarez, Bishop 
Camandari said. Of these the bishop estimates that some 
7,000 families need the assistance provided through 
SHARE’s Mexico program. 

Sign-ups for food assistance have already begun at 
some of the diocese’s 30 parishes, the founding bishop of 
the 29-year old diocese said. Like the program in other 
Mexican cities, the food will be distributed through 
parishes, and recipients will be required to contribute 
several hours of community service. 

FOOD TO BE distributed in Ciudad Juarez will come 
from the Agency for International Development’s (AID) 
‘‘Food for Peace’’ program, according to Elisa Sabatini, 
coordinator of SHARE’s Mexico programs. ‘‘Food for 
Peace”’ is a U.S. government program that provides food 
to people in foreign countries. 

Food items to be given out will be mainly milk products 
such as cheese or milk, Sabatini said. 

She said that a group of women who call themselves the 
Voluntarias Vicentinas have taken responsibility for the 
Ciudad Juarez program. The women have ‘‘done 
nutritional questionnaires’’ to determine which areas 
should first receive the aid, she said. 

BECAUSE OF questionnaire results, the SHARE 
program will be geared toward three areas in the Diocese 
of Ciudad Juarez, Sabatini explained. They are the 
Valley, Guadalupe and San Ignacio. 


For the last few months, Yolanda Walther-Meade has 
been a liason between Voluntarias Vicentinas and SHARE 
officials in San Diego, Sabatini said. Walther-Meade is a 
member of the local Ladies of Charity, a auxiliary to the

Commission is preoccupied with figures

ALCALA PARK — The 10-member diocesan 


Finance Committee concerns itself with numbers, 
recommendations and performance, according to Msgr. 
I. Brent Eagan, commission chairman. 


“The commission reviews the budgets of the various 
diocesan departments,’’ Msgr. Eagen said. It also 
reviews the diocesan financial and audit reports, and 
makes recommendations regarding investment of 
diocesan funds. In addition, the commission gives 
general financial advice to the bishop. 


THIS YEAR the commission has also asked the 
various diocesan departments to submit their goals and 
objectives for the next fiscal year, Msgr. Eagan said, 
adding that the request was based on results of a survey 
of diocesan priests. 


Although the diocese has had a finance commission 
for several years, its existence was mandated by the new 
code of canon law, Msgr. Eagan explained. As of 1983, 
“all dioceses have to have one.’’ The Diocese of San 
Diego has had a finance council since the late 1970s, the 
chairman said. 


Canon law requires that the commission ‘‘be 
composed of three members of the Christian faithful,’’ 
he said. Lay members are chosen by the bishop. All 
commission members serve a five-year term. 


THE SAN DIEGO diocesan commission, however, 
includes six lay members, all of whom are experienced 
in business, law or finance, Msgr. Eagan said. They are 
Leo White, a stockbroker; Jim Haskins, a General 
Dynamics executive; Jack Boyce, vice president for 
finance at the University of San Diego; Robert Taylor, a 
retired businessman; Frank Weston, a former vice 
president for the Arthur Young accounting firm; and 
Barry Crane, an attorney and diocesan business 
manager. 


Canon law also states that the commission must 
include a finance officer. Diocesan finance officer 
Christiane Guittard fulfills this requirement for the 
Finance Commission. 


Two other clergy on the commission are Msgr. 
Francis Pattison, pastor of St. Rita parish, and Msgr. 
Charles Young, pastor of St. Rose of Lima Church in 
Chula Vista. 


COMMISSION MEMBERS are required to meet 
quarterly, Msgr. Eagan said, adding that the group 
meets more often before the start of each new fiscal year. 

Last year the group also reviewed an audit of various 
diocesan departments done by Jim Cooney, an 
independent auditor, the chairman said. 

Members of the present commission will serve for two 
more years.

She heard the word of God and acted on it 


With the beginning of May, Catholics enter a time 
traditionally marked with devotion to our Blessed 
Mother, Mary. Centuries of devotion and meditation on 
the life of this woman have inspired millions upon 
millions of Catholics to draw closer to her son. 


As May begins, it is appropriate to remember that 
Mary’s unique position in salvation history, her greatness 
and her holiness, do not derive primarily from the fact 
that she was the physical mother of Jesus. She is revered 
because she was, above all else, the perfect disciple. She 
heard the word of God and acted upon it. 


JESUS HIMSELF emphasized this point several 
times, according to scripture. In the society of his day, the 
importance of lineage and kinship was stressed. Yet Jesus 
emphasized that blood lines were insignificant compared 


to the spiritual kinship of those who are fellow disciples of 
God. 


On one occasion while he was preaching, his mother 
and brothers came to be with him but they could not reach 
him because of the crowd. Luke tells us that Jesus was 
told, ‘‘Your mother and your brothers are standing 
outside and they wish to see you.’’ In reply, the Lord said 
to the group, ‘‘My mother and my brothers are those who 
hear the word of God and keep it.’’ (Luke 8.21) 


Here I don’t think that the Lord was devaluing his 
mother at all (peace to Jimmy Swaggart!). Rather, he was 
stating clearly that his mother’s primary importance was 
her achievement as a disciple. He was affirming Mary’s 
interior closeness to him, rather than their physical bond. 


THE FIRST step in Mary’s discipleship was in 
hearing the word of God. In Biblical thought, hearing 
meant much more than picking up the message with the 
ears. Hearing meant actively listening and then 
permitting what one had heard to change one’s outlook 
and mentality. Mary’s son complained once about those 
who had ears, but heard not. These people were not deaf, 
they had simply turned away from the message preached 
to them. Mary, on the other hand, actively meditated on 
God’s word and went through the process of transforming

her understanding and bringing it into compliance with 
God’s message. 


The second step was just as difficult. Mary willed to act 
upon the message she had heard from God. She knew full 
well the validity of what her son taught, that ‘‘Not 
everyone who says to me ‘Lord, Lord’ shall enter the 
kingdom of heaven, but rather the person who does the 
will of my Father.’’ (Mt. 7.21) Throughout a challenging 
life beset with many difficulties, Mary conformed her 
understanding to God’s will and lived accordingly. This 
involved an act of the will as well as continuing trust and 
hope in God. 

By highlighting Mary’s role as a disciple, Luke is 
reminding the reader of what true religion consists. The 
basic components of true religion are not magical or 
biological, they are an attitude of the mind and heart 
which lead to an act of the will. True religion is founded 
on a basic decision or fundamental option to follow God. 


ELIZABETH MAKES this point when she praises 
Mary by saying ‘‘Blessed is she who believed that there 
would be a fulfillment of what was spoken to her from the 
Lord.’’ (Luke 1.45) Mary herself shows that she 
understands her discipleship when she responds to the 
angel with the words ‘‘I am the handmaid of the Lord; let 
it be done to me according to his word.”’ 


As Christ summed up his life by the words, ‘‘Not my 
will but yours be done,’’ so Mary could say “‘Be it done to 
me according to your word.’’ And as her son described 
his mission on earth with the words, ‘‘I came not to be 
served but to serve,’’ so Mary could say ‘‘Behold the 
handmaid of the Lord.’’ Their kinship was much closer 
than mother and child, they were joined in a spiritual 
kinship of commitment to God’s will. 


I believe that God is telling each of us to do something 
in and with our lives. As disciples, it is our task to actively 
listen and hear the message intended for us. Then we can 
conform our understanding to God’s, by pondering his 
word in our hearts. Finally, we can choose to act upon our 
understanding of his word. 


ADMITTEDLY, THIS is a rather basic message. But 
in a Church increasingly politicized by secondary issues, a 
return to basics might be very helpful. With Mary as‘an 
example, everything fits into perspective. 


“There is healing power in creative listening 
because it develops a climate between two people in 
which relationship and understanding can grow. It 


also relieves isolation.”’

They 
used a part of the old ‘‘Management by 
Objective’’ approach and drew up a list of 
what they wanted the computers to do: 


1) Keep census information. 


2) Record 
contributions. 


Sunday envelope 


3) Mairitain school tuition billing and 
recording. 


4) Provide for 
scheduling. 

5) Enable pre-sort mailing (of 
envelopes and announcements) to all 
parishioners. 


parish organization 


This amounts to what a computer 
expert would call a simple data base or 
record-keeping operation. All it really 
does is take the pencil and paper charts or 
records that may or may not be kept on 
each parishioner or organization and put 
them into an electronic format. 


You are merely replacing graphite or 
ink markings in a paper file with magnetic 
markings on a plastic disk that looks a lot 
like a small, 45-rpm phonograph record 
with a cover on it. 


THERE ARE literally dozens of 
generic computer programs that will 
provide such a ‘‘data base.’’ They cost 
anywhere from $50 to $500 depending on 
their sophistication, speed and which 
machine they are written for. They’re 
much like the blank-ring binders children 
use for school. You can use them with a

number of different brands of paper and 
they all fit. 


There are custom programs too, 
especially written with church member- 
ship in mind. These are like the special 
accounting books you buy which have all 
the columns named and drawn up for you 
(assets, expenses, withdrawals, income 
etc.) You bring them home, fill in the 
blanks with numbers and presto: Income 
minus outgo (usually equals deficit). 


The makers of these special church 
membership programs know exactly how 
pastors think, so most of them are set up 
to fulfill reporting needs like those 
suggested by the pastors’ committee the 
diocese put together. 


“HOW MANY quarters in the 
Sunday collection this week? 


‘“Which parish meetings are being held 
what nights? at what time?”’ 


“‘How many children should be in the 
first communion class next year?”’ 


UNDOUBTEDLY THE computer- 
ized pastor will have more ‘‘data’’ or 
information available at a 
minutes’ notice. He can even build in 
weekly reports for his parish bulletin — 
though some bulletins I’ve read already 
seem to be written by close relatives of 
that mechanized movie duo, R2D2 and 
@3EO: 


Had there been even one member of 
the laity, one faithful parishioner on that 
computer study team I assure you the 
programmers wouldn’t have been able to 
get away with a mere ‘‘data base’’ or 


‘electronic record and mailing list’’ set of 
programs for the diocese. 
An informal survey among 


that the pastors’ committee had headed 
off in the wrong direction. By con- 
centrating on easily obtainable parish 
data, the computer only speeds up 
reporting the kind of information already 
available — census figures, weekly 
offerings, parish meeting schedules — 
barely touching the true capabilities the 
computer revolution can bring to parish 
life. 


“THEY IGNORED the major 
statistical, cross analysis and sampling 
ability which computers have that can 
bring to light many hitherto unknown 
cause and effect interrelationships,’’ I was 
told. 

““With the right programming a parish 
can provide: 


sermons, both length and topic, with a 
cross analysis of nodding-off-time based 
on age. 


2) An analysis of the number of people 
singing as related to the maximum high 
note and maximum low note being asked 
to be sung. 


3) A Nielsen-type box-office rating for 
lectors. 


4) A cross analysis of the temperature 
in the parish hall vs. the number of people 
who show up for winter meetings. 


I’m sure you can think of a dozen other 
statistics you’d like to see compiled. Why 
not write, now, to the editor, with your 
suggestions. There’s a whole new world 
out there waiting to be informed.

Teenage pregnancy has become a 
major social problem and the public 
school system is understandably alarmed. 


Dr. Thomas Payzant, superintendent 
of the San Diego Unified School District, 
has proposed ‘‘health clinics’? on campus 
to provide contraceptives and abortion 
information. Bishop Leo T. Maher and 
Father Dennis Clark have publicly 
criticized this proposal. We, as Catholics, 
should support our bishop in his efforts to 
prevent such clinics from becoming a 
reality. 

However, I am surprised that no one 
has noticed the irony in some of Father 
Clark’s remarks in the April 17 issue of 
Southern. Cross. Father Clark, the 
diocesan Superintendent of Schools, 
states in his attack on the public school 
system, ‘‘San Diego schools have taken a 
values clarification approach, which is not 
enough, because’ it is indifferent towards 
the results of moral decisions.’’ Yet 
Father Clark knows full well that many of 
his own teachers in the Catholic school 


system have been enamored with the 
theories of Paget and Kohlberg for over a 
decade. Our CCD and school classrooms 
have been saturated with the values 
clarification system. He is also aware that 
the textbooks he has approved for use in 
our schools are woefully lacking in the 
clear exposition of Church teachings 
concerning sexual morality. He has also 
ignored complaints from parents over the 
years concerning these matters and allows 
the situation to go unchanged. 


But Father Clark is not alone in his 
ironies and inconsistencies. What about 
Southern Cross which features articles by 
Father Richard McBrien, chairman of 
theology at Notre Dame. Here is a scholar 
who is a supporter and co-dissenter with 
the infamous Father Charles Curran and 
has opposed the Church’s teaching on 
birth control and pre-marital sex since the 
encyclical Humanae Vitae was published. 
An encyclical which, by the way, has been 
swept under the rug by many of our 
bishops, as if to say that they are. 
embarrassed by such a teaching. 

And what about our own. parish 
priests? When was the last time we have 
heard a sermon on chastity, premarital 
sex, birth control and adultery? 


But let us not leave out ourselves, the 


Catholic laity. Have we not used birth 
control methods? When was the last time 
we discussed the virtue of chastity with 
our children at home? How closely do we 
monitor the sexually explicit television 
programs our children watch or record 
albums they listen to. Are we proud of the 
national opinion polls that indicate we are 
no different than our non-Catholic friends 
when it comes to sexual morality? 


The concept of the doctrine of freedom 
of conscience, such as occurs in a values 
clarification system, has supplanted the 
Church’s teaching on sexual morality so 
that there is no longer any objective norm 
remaining. 


It is sad to contemplate, but could it be 
possible that the American Catholic 
community has dissipated its moral 
authority on this issue, making it 
impossible for us to preach to our secular 
brothers.

A view from the slow lane

Mother Teresa often says that the poverty of the 
industrialized world is worse than the poverty of the 
Third World. Could people who are reasonably well-fed, 
well-clothed, and well-housed be poorer than the poorest 
of the poor whom Mother Teresa serves? 


I wear three hats in life. Each leads me to believe it is 
literally true that the poverty of our world is terrible, 
worse in fact than the destruction we read about in Asia, 
Africa and Latin America. 


I AM A Roman Catholic priest, gifted by God with in- 
sight into the human spirit. I am a student of the mind 
and the emotions which is the soul. I am physically handi- 
capped. This allows me the time and lack of energy to 
explore my own soul and view the passing human parade 
from my seat in the slow lane. 


The human spirit has mainly two activities, to love and 
be loved. The God who created us reached into human 
history to show us that we are loved. Jesus Christ whom 
we Christians acknowledge as the eternal livingness and 
lovingness of God, slashed his way into our lives. He 
guaranteed by his exemplary life that we are loved and 
that we may love in return. All other human love — wife 
and husband, parent and child, friend to friend, person to 
stranger, person to enemy — exists within God’s great 
love. 


We love by our nature and our need. I used to think 
that the two most important things people do, marrying 
and raising children, really suffer because there is so little 
education to prepare one for them. I now feel that these 
two loving endeavors do not require intense training but 
should flow naturally from the healthy person. 


WE ARE perfect lovers at the depths of our being. Our 
human spirit, and the soul and body within it, love effort- 
lessly and purely when unhindered. What gets in our way 
as perfect lovers is a poverty in the mind and emotions. 


When the soul is clouded by feelings of inadequacy, 
then unhealthy fear, worry, anger, pride, envy, jealousy, 
guilt, prejudice, and hate make us lousy lovers. We can 
neither accept nor give love freely. As we replace them 
with faith, hope, patience, generosity, forgiveness, 
sympathy, kindness, courage and love, our perfect love 
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faculty is restored. 


The poverty of our industrialized, technological world 
is a poverty of love. This poverty is more sinister because 
it is more subtle. Offer a starving man a piece of bread 
and he will gladly take it. Offer an angry man the oppor- 
tunity to admit and explore his anger and he won’t even 
know what you’re talking about. The watchword of our 
world is denial and politeness is its downfall. 

WE KNOW of physically abused children and battered 
wives. What we deny is that there are the emotionally 
abused and mentally persecuted. Perhaps we all are to 
some extent. We abuse because we have been abused. We 


‘batter because we are battered. 


Inadequate parents raise inadequate children who 
become inadequate parents. ‘The sins of the fathers shall 
be visited upon their offspring.’’ This carries on from 
generation to generation. 

Let us explore briefly the principle underlying por- 
nography. A person hires another person to make a film 
to be viewed by a third person: The pornographer’s need 


is to make money by degrading another human being. - 


The ‘‘star’’ needs to earn money by exhibition or by 
being degraded. The viewer tries to satisfy lust. All three 
are satisfying negative, unhealthy needs with no concern 
for the dignity and well-being of any other person. 


DON’T WE all use each other sometimes to satisfy our 
own pornographic needs? An inadequate person in 
authority can always find someone helpless to dominate 
or control. As my handicap progressed, I noticed that 
there were some people whose need to be charitable was 
so great that they would figuratively knock me down so 
they could help me get up. 

What one does or says, or how one looks, can always be 
used to humiliate him. In the ongoing game of “‘I’m 
superior, you’re inferior,’’ the winner is always the big 
loser. 


Our society is filled with tranquilizers, mood elevators, 
dope, alcohol and nicotine. We desperately try to stuff 


‘ourselves with everything except that for which we 


inwardly cry. Our friends are a television set and a walk- 
man because communicating with others is painful and 
often impossible. We howl to help those we cannot see 
while hurting those we can. We shout the Lord’s praises 
in an attempt to quiet the small, aching voice inside. 
‘“‘Not all who say to me ‘Lord, Lord’ will enter the 
kingdom of God.”’ 

HOW CAN we end this cycle of poverty? To say 
simply. ‘‘Let’s love one another,’’ puts the cart before the 
horse. We need to eliminate or at least control the 
intervening negative thoughts and emotions so that we 
can love others and be loved by them. 

Each one’s journey is so individual that it is difficult to 
generalize. I would like to propose ten rules that might 
help in pursuing wholeness if you are fortunate enough to 
see the need to pursue it. 

1. Trust God to be a good guide and lead you to the 
right people, places and things to put you on the right 
path. 


2. Seek and you will find. Too often we have a 
timetable. ‘‘It’s all going to be better by...’ Such" 
thinking works against your goal. Seek inner wellness and 
God will let you know when you’ve found the kingdom. 


3. Listen. Prayer is dialogue. Speak to God. God 
speaks to you, directly or through other people or things. 


4. Believe that the universe is conspiring to help you. 
Believe that you are becoming whole. The world around 
you will confirm your faith. 


5. Be wise like the Jews of the Old Testament. God 
told the ancient Hebrew people to avoid those who 
worshipped pagan gods. People who wallow in the 
negation you are trying to get away from are worshipping 
pagan gods. Avoid them for as long as you need to. Don’t 
feel guilty about it. After all, God set the precedent. 


6. Change your tapes. If your brain plays negative 
thoughts over and over, stop it! Thoughts of what you 
could have done, what you didn’t do, or what you’ll do 
next time are all deadly. So are plans of revenge and 
thoughts that nurse old wounds. You can control them 
and replace them. Perhaps by . . . 


7. The secret to life is a house full of canaries. 
Several years ago, I visited a man in the Bronx who raised 
canaries. He had over 300 canaries in cages all over his 
four-level house. He was over 70 years old with several 
physical difficulties. Yet every day Joe had the little 
birdies he loved to consume his day and his thoughts. 


In other words, work to enjoy your work and play. Try 
to find a good positive something in which to lose 
yourself, an idea bigger than you are that you can give 
your whole self to. 


8. See your cross as a plus sign. Carry your cross 
every day but realize that it is leading to your promised 
land. Even the negative thoughts that pound away at your 
brain are making you a better person as you overcome 
them. Jesus overcame his cross. So will you. 


9. Don’t sweat the small stuff. I used to discount 
people who spoke poorly or with bad grammar. Now I 
find some very wise people don’t speak very well at all. If 
you are a ‘‘crank’’ in some inconsequential area that gets 
in the way of your progress, loosen up. 


10. Never turn back. There is a wonderful spiritual 
that says, ‘‘I’ll never turn back no more. I’ll keep on 
trying until I reach the other shore.’’ Once you have 
started on your journey, keep on keeping on. Never let 
anyone or anything deter you. 

Emerson suggested that we get our bloated nothingness 
out of the way so that our imprisoned splendor could 
escape. The negative thoughts and emotions of our life 
are truly a bloated nothingness. Our love is dying to be set 
free. 

WE CAN ALL be Mother Teresas to ourselves by 
ministering to that part of us which is so poor. With God’s 
help we can become the richest of the rich. Rich in whole- 
ness, rich in love. Surely that is what,God wants:us to be.

A bill for the unborn backed by all sides

WASHINGTON (NC) — As their voting records 
reveal, Sens. Edward Kennedy, D-Mass., and Strom 
Thurmond, R-S.C., usually square off on opposite sides 
of the abortion issue. 


So do Reps. Mickey Leland, D-Texas, and Henry 
Hyde, R-Il. 

BUT NEW legislation with strong pro-life overtones 
and a $100 million price tag has drawn the support of all 
of them. 


Introduced in mid-April, the Senate bill and 
comparable House measure would help protect unborn 
life by extending federal Medicaid coverage to poor, 
pregnant women who do not now qualify for prenatal 
care. The legislation would also provide care for the 
newborn baby until age 1. 


“It’s very much a pro-life bill,’’? said Donna Harper, 
Hyde’s press secretary. 


THE U.S. Catholic Conference, public action arm of 
the National Conference of Catholic Bishops, supports 
the bill and, shortly after the legislation’s introduction, 
began working to encourage more members of Congress 
to sponsor it, according to a staff member in the USCC 
Office of Domestic Social Development. 


““Nothing is more important than health — health for 
the living and health for the unborn,’’ Thurmond noted. 
“‘As many as 3.4 million poor, pregnant women a year 
are denied vital prenatal care because they are ineligible 
for Medicaid.’’ 


Joining Thurmond and Kennedy in sponsoring the 
measure were Sens. David Durenberger, R-Minn., and 
Ernest Hollings, D-S.C. According to the National Right 
to Life Committee and National Committee for a Human 
Life Amendment, Durenberger, like Thurmond, has a 
high pro-life voting rating, while Hollings, like Kennedy, 
has a low rating. 


ON THE House side, Leland generally has received 
low ratings from anti-abortion groups on_ pro-life 
measures while Hyde consistently has won high marks. 


But on the issue of prenatal health care, they’re united. 


As Leland told the House, ‘‘now is the time for us to 
act, as a body, on our commitment to the survival of our 
children. It is our moral obligation to stop the backward 
trend that less enlightened policy’’ in health care allowed, 
he said. 


THE UNITED States has a higher infant mortality 
rate than that of other developed countries, including its 
neighbor Canada, Great Britain, and the communist 
nation of East Germany. Moreover, according to 
Hollings, the death rate actually climbed 3 percent 
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between 1982 and 1983. In 1983, it was 11 percent, or 
approximately 40,000 deaths for 3.6 million births. 


Thanks to recent government reforms, Medicaid now 
offers some recipients greater prenatal coverage. But, as 
the sponsors of the legislation explained, Medicaid is tied 
to welfare eligibility in the states, and many women don’t 
qualify for welfare under state criteria even though they 
live in poverty by federal standards. 


Sponsors said the bill is necessary to help unborn and 
newborn children; to prevent medical problems such as 
low-birth weight, which are traced to poor prenatal care; 
and on a pragmatic financial note, to save money. 


‘““WITHOUT PROPER prenatal care,’? Thurmond 
said, ‘‘many unnecessary low-birthweight babies are born 
who need significant ongoing medical attention. This, of 
course, means additional medical expenses’’ borne by the 
taxpayers when the mother’s finances decrease to the 
point she meets the welfare criteria. 


The South Carolina senator cited medical statistics that 
indicate spending $1 in prenatal care saves $2-$10 in later 
medical costs. 


Kennedy said that if the bill is passed, ‘‘many infant 
lives will be saved’’ while women may be able to get off 
welfare since they won’t have to rely on welfare eligibility 
to obtain health care. 


ASSESSING THE broad spectrum of support for the 
bill, he quipped, ‘‘any time you get Sen. Durenberger, 
Sen. Hollings, and Sen. Thurmond and me together on a 
bill, it must be an idea whose time has come — or one of 
us hasn’t read it.’’ 


In their 1985 ‘‘Pastoral Plan for Pro-Life Activities: A 
Reaffirmation,’’ the U.S. bishops suggested that 
improved prenatal care is very much an idea whose time 
has come. They encouraged private-public cooperation 
and encouraged Catholic agencies and other institutions 
to offer ‘‘material assistance, including nutritional, 
prenatal, childbirth and postnatal care for the mother and 
nutritional and pediatric care for the child throughout the 
first year of life.’’ 
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Holy Land pilgrimage 
planned to counter 
fear of terrorism

NEW YORK (NC) — To counter the fear of 
terrorism; the U.S. Catholic Office for Pilgrimages will 
try to enlist at least 1,000 people in a Pilgrimage for Peace 
to the Holy Land, Rome and Assisi next January. 


“I got the idea immediately after the bombings at the 
Vienna and Rome airports in December,”’ said Father 
John Lazar, director of the U.S. office, which was 
established last year by the Vatican’s agency for 
pilgrimages. 

“TI FELT something had to be developed that would be 
a visible sign against the powers of evil,”’ he said. ‘‘It (the 
pilgrimage) will demonstrate that good people are not 
held hostage by fear.”’ 


The airport bombings and the more recent Libyan 


‘events, Father Lazar said, have had a ‘‘devastating 


effect’? on pilgrimages and other travel to Europe and the 
Middle East. 


““Not everyone has stopped going,’’ he said. ‘‘But 
Catholics are very frightened, and close to 85 percent of 
U.S. Catholics who were planning a pilgrimage to 
Western Europe or the Holy Land this year have 
canceled.”’ 


FATHER LAZAR said officials of the Italian airline 
Alitalia reported 40,000 cancellations, an example of the 
severe economic loss resulting from terrorism. ‘‘I am 
convinced this is a communist plot, and the terrorists 
realize they will create an upheaval in the economy,”’ he 
said. 


He visited Israel in April and found the cuts in 
pilgrimages ‘‘devastating’’ to the economy. But he also 
noted that Israel and Jordan are ‘‘exceedingly safe’’ to 
visit because of their security measures. 


Father Lazar acknowledged that travel always involved 
a ‘‘calculated risk.’’ But he said terrorist incidents might 
occur in any part of the world, even the United States. 


HE ALSO nofed that the Pilgrimage for Peace in 
January would have high visibility that could attract the 
attention of terrorists, but he said arrangements were 
being made for the greatest possible security. 


Although secular authorities are concerned about the 
economic loss in tourism, Father Lazar said, he and 
others connected with the Church especially lament the 
spiritual loss. He said pilgrims made some financial con- 
tribution to the upkeep of Holy Land shrines, but said the 
more important consideration was the inability to meet 
the spiritual purpose of the shrines if pilgrimages ceased. 


Participants in the Pilgrimage for Peace will leave from 
different cities at different times. But the pilgrimage will 
formally begin in the Holy Land on Epiphany, Jan. 6. 
The pilgrimage will be in Rome Jan. 14 for an audience 
with Pope John Paul II, then visit Assisi before returning 
to the United States.

SAN DIEGO — Access Sunday April 27 attracted about 
400 people, many with disabilities, to Ascension Church 
for a special liturgy celebrated by Bishop Leo T. Maher. 
Msgr. Neal Dolan, pastor, and about 10 other priests con- 
celebrated; Deacons Ralph Robbins and James Scull of 
Ascension assisted. 


The liturgy focused on ‘‘the theme of Jesus’ invitation 
to all to share His love and life in the Church,’’ said Betty 
Britschgi, director of the Office of Pastoral Ministry with 
People Who Have Disabilities, which sponsored the 
event. She estimated that 40 parishes were represented in 
the assembly. 


SUNDAY‘S LITURGY marked the diocese’s sixth 
annual observance of Access Sunday, which focuses on 
full participation of persons with disabilities in church 
activities and recognizes their special needs and talents. 


The celebration ‘‘increased an awareness of who we are 
as a church family, excluding no one from that family,”’ 
Britschgi said. 

Homilist Father Ben Marcantonio, associate 
superintendent of schools, applied the gospel reading 
(Matt. 11:25-30) to the barriers disabled people 
sometimes experience because of people’s neglect and 
ignorance. We ask the Lord’s courage, wisdom and 
strength to change that (attitude) with patience, care and 
compassion,’’ he said.

EVERYONE EXPERIENCES times of feeling 
excluded and of feeling welcome, he said. ‘‘Jesus invites 
all who are burdened and weary. . . to worship and share 
in the life and ministry of the Church.’’ He challenged the 
assembly to make that invitation known to those who have 
not heard it. 

Those unable to receive the Eucharist were invited to 
receive a blessing from the priest administering the 
sacrament. 


All the concelebrants later extended a blessing to the 
assembly. 


IN BISHOP Maher’s closing prayer, he asked God to 
‘‘strengthen each of you parents, sisters, brothers, 
catechists, volunteers and parish advocates who help to 
support ministry with people who have disabilities in our 
diocese, in our churches, in our homes.’’ 

The entire assembly was invited to sign the Alleluia 
sung before the gospel. 

There was more active participation by people with 
disabilities in Sunday’s celebration than in previous 
Access Sundays, Britschgi said.

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Dear Cardinal Ratzinger, 


Archbishop Hickey forwarded to me 
a copy of your letter of March 10. I 
want to respond expeditiously to your 
request for a final written reply so that 
you can bring this reply and the results 
of our informal meeting to the 
cardinals of the congregation as soon 
as possible. I will incorporate as part of 
this final written response the pre- 
liminary reply I made in a letter 
addressed to Archbishop Hickey on 
Dec. 9, 1985. A copy of that letter is 
enclosed. 


This letter will be primarily a brief 
summary of the points brought up at 
our March 8 meeting. I communicated 
to you the substance of my final 
response at that time. However, I 
understand your concern to have a 
written document. 


FIRST OF ALL, I want to thank 
you for the March 8 meeting. I 
imagine that both of us wished there 
would have been more true dialogue, 
but at least we were able to state our 
positions to one another in a respectful 
way. I did appreciate your explicit 
recognition of the fact that I have never 
denied any dogmas or truths of the 
faith. Throughout this whole 
investigation I have tried to point out 
the importance of the hierarchy of 
truths. In my preliminary response of 
Dec. 9, I tried to pinpoint as accurately 
as possible’ the differences between the 
congregation and myself. 


After our informal meeting I must 
reiterate what was said in my 
preliminary response of Dec. 9: ‘‘I still 
_femain quite disappointed with the 
dialogue that has ensued between the 
congregation and myself on_ this 
matter. Both good theology and justice 
demand that the congregation ex- 
plicitly state what are the norms 
governing the legitimacy or the 
possibility of dissent from such non- 
infallible teaching and then indicate 
how I have violated these norms. In 
1979, I proposed five questions and my 

“answers to these questions in an 
attempt to find out what might be the 
norms that the congregation is 
proposing, but there has never been a 
response to these questions. Later I 
expressed my willingness to accept the 
criteria for dissent proposed by the 
U.S. bishops in 1968, but again the 
congregation was unwilling to accept 
these norms.”’ 


In my judgment public theological 
dissent on the issues involved in your 
investigation of my writings is 
legitimate. I have carefully observed 
the guidelines for public theological 
dissent from non-infallible teaching 
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to the Catholic community 
since 1946. 
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Here is the text of Father Charles Curran’s letter to Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, head of the 
Vatican Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith, formally refusing demands to retract his views 
in areas where he dissents from Church teaching. The letter from Father Curran, a theologian at 
The Catholic University of America, was made public by Father Curran in Washington April

IN OUR correspondence I have 
pointed out that many other 
theologians hold similar positions and 
that it is an injustice to me and harmful 
to the credibility of the Church and its 
hierarchical teaching office to single 
me out when so many others through- 
out the world hold similar positions. 


In my preliminary response of Dec. 
9 to Archbishop Hickey I briefly stated 
my positions on the four areas of my 
dissent mentioned. in your Sept. 17 
letter. I have always discussed and 
the official hierarchical 
teaching in these areas with great 
respect. As mentioned earlier my 
positions are at times in substantial 
agreement with these official 
teachings. Likewise, I have carefully 
pointed out where my proposals are 
more tentative and probing. I remain 
convinced of the truthfulness of these 
positions at the present time, but I am 
always open to change these positions 
in the light of pervasive and convincing 
reasons. 


In conscience at the present time I 
cannot and do not change the 
theological positions I have taken. 


attention the proposal I made in my 
meetings with Archbishop Hickey and 
Cardinal Bernardin and which was 
communicated to you by them and 
repeated by me in our meeting of 
March 8. This proposal tries to protect 
my own integrity as well as the 
integrity and responsibilities of the 
hierarchical teaching office in the 
Church. I would not teach the course 
in sexual ethics in the department of 
theology of the Catholic University of 
America, but I would remain a 
tenured faculty member in_ this 
department. The congregation might 
also deem it necessary to issue a 
document pointing out that my 
positions on the issues under dis- 
cussion are at variance with existing 
official hierarchical teaching. 


I CLOSE with the hope expressed 
by Father Haring in our meeting that a 
solution can be found which is 
mutually acceptable and for the good 
of the Church.

One, circulated to some 1,800 
members of the Catholic Theological 
Society of America and the College 
Theology Society and initiated by former 
presidents of those societies, was signed 
by 739 theologians, including about 60 
heads of theology departments or 
presidents of Catholic colleges in the 
United States and Canada. 


THE OTHER support statement, 
sponsored by Friends of American 
Catholic Theology, an organization of 
graduate students in theology at Catholic 
University, was more generally circulated 
and was also run as an ad in National 
Catholic Reporter, an independent 
Catholic weekly in Kansas City, Mo. The 
students’ organization said in a cover 
letter to Cardinal Ratzinger that it was 
enclosing 17,697 signatures that had been 
gathered by April 21. 


It also sent copies of the signatures to 
Archbishop James Hickey of 
Washington, 
University, with a letter urging him to 
support the compromise proposed by 
Father Curran. 


Both signature campaigns supporting 
Father Curran were begun in early 
March, when the theologian called a press 
conference to announce that he was facing 
possible loss of his teaching post because 
he would not change his dissenting views. 


MORE RECENTLY The Wanderer, 
an independent Catholic weekly in St. 
Paul, Minn., asked all its readers to write

The April 17 issue of the 
paper carried postcards, pre-addressed to 
Cardinal Ratzinger, for use in the anti- 
Curran campaign. 


The doctrinal congregation has asked 
Father Curran to retract positions in 
which he dissents from Church teachings 
in the areas of indissolubility of marriage, 
contraception, direct sterilization, 
abortion, premarital intercourse, 
homosexual acts and euthanasia. 


Father Curran enclosed as part of his 
final reply an eight-page letter he. wrote 
last December to Archbishop Hickey, 
who as university chancellor has been an 
intermediary in the investigation. 


IN THAT letter, also released April 
25, Father Curran expressed surprise and 
concern that the Cardinal Ratzinger’s 
September letter announcing the con- 
gregation’s conclusions had, for the first 
time in the six-year investigation, said 
that the issue at stake was a matter of 
“assent of faith.”’ 


“‘T have constantly emphasized that my 
position on dissent in no way involves or 
contradicts Catholic faith and the assent 
of faith made by me as a Catholic believer 
and as a theologian,’’ he wrote to the 
archbishop. ‘‘I do not now and never 
have changed what belongs to Catholic 
faith as such. This point is absolutely

\. Peace vigil for youth scheduled at three diocesan parishes

SAN DIEGO — Over 700 youth are expected to gather 
at three parishes May 9 for a “‘Live Peace Vigil,’’ said 
Mary McCabe, diocesan vigil coordinator. 


The vigils will take place from 7:30 to 9:30 p.m. at 
Ascension parish in Tierrasanta, Holy Family in Linda 
Vista (in Spanish) and Our Lady of Guadalupe in 
Calexico. At the same time, peace vigils will be held at 
parishes in the Dioceses of Los Angeles, Orange and San 
Bernardino. 

MSGR. NEAL Dolan, pastor of Ascension parish; will 
be the’ master of ceremonies for the vigil at his parish, 
McCabe said. Father Edward (Bud) Kaicher, diocesan 
Youth Office director, will lead the vigil at Holy Family 
parish. 


The coordinator stressed that youth should fast the day 
of the vigil. Smaller portions should be eaten for breakfast 
and lunch, and only liquids should be consumed after 4 
p-m., she said. 


The fast will be ‘‘a tangible sign of penance for world 
peace,’’ McCabe explained, adding that it will be done in 
response to a suggestion in the bishops’ pastoral letter on 
war and peace. 


THE VIGIL will include a slide show presentation 
aimed to ‘“bring about an awareness of turmoil and inner 
peace,’” McCabe said. Small-group prayer services will 
follow. To conclude the evening, all will come together for 
a meal of soup and bread, she said. 


In a March letter to diocesan youth, Bishop Leo T. 
Maher challenged youth to ‘‘make a difference’ by

Some people use sex as a trade-off to attain other needs. 
Out of fear that a relationship might end, a person might 
give in to another’s request for sex. In such situations, 
youths should evaluate whether what they are gaining in 
the relationship is worth the cost to their values and self- 
esteem. 


It also can be a mistake to act out sexual desire without 
talking about feelings, questions, moral standards. 
Everyone needs to honestly express feelings, realizing the 
consequences of possible sexual behavior and then 
making firm decisions about what is right and wrong. 


The time for dialogue is outside the intimacy of close 
physical embraces. I encourage teens to share their 
questions about sexual behavior with adults they trust. 
Open forums between teens and adults can offer valuable 
opportunities for clarifying ways to respect the gift of 
sexuality. 


Sexual desire is a healthy part of being human. When 
we express ourselves sexually in the ways that God 
intended, we learn more about the power of love. Take 
the time to discover how you can be the sexual, loving 
person that God calls you to be. 5

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How can a viewer select worthwhile TV programs? 


How can a viewer tell what’s worth 
watching on any given night? The process 
I use involves a number of steps, such as 
perusing the TV Guide, which can give 
subtle clues as to the values of a program. 
Subtle Clue No. 1: If Morgan Fairchild is 
in it, the program is probably worth 
slightly less than a pound of old shoe- 
strings. 

I also rely on critics who can give some 
guidance on what’s good and what’s not. 
Whether a critic likes or dislikes a 
program is not really as significant as 
what he or she says about it. (I’m giving 

way a trade secret here.) In reviewing a 
how, critics provide information which 
can help you decide if you will like it. 


THEN THERE are awards and lists of 
good programming compiled by various 
organizations. Taking into consideration 
the reputation of the compiler, a viewer 
can judge the worth of a series or special 
and come to a decision.

Three very disparate lists of ‘‘good 
shows’’ have piled up on my desk and 
they offer some good excuses for arguing 
over what TV shows are worthwhile. 
After all, unless you draw up the list, no 
“‘top ten’’ is going to please you. 

For instance, ‘‘Entertainment 
Tonight,’ the nightly half-hour devoted 
to telling us which star has been arrested 
for what abuse of which illegal substance, 
asked 100 TV critics (I’m still waiting for 
my ballot) to name the best shows of all 


’ time. They came up with 20 ‘‘shows that 


«changed television,’’ including some 
which are still on the air either in original 
episodes or in syndication.

It’s sort of a strange list, as if everyone 
wanted to get in one example of every TV 
style, from westerns to quiz shows, from 
kids’ programming to something as 
mundane as the evening news. But it’s a 
pretty good compilation of what TV 
provides. I miss any example of sports 
coverage and, of course, there is no 
religious show in the list (which may be a 
sign of how bad religious programming is 
rather than how ignorant critics are of 
such shows.) 


The second list was put together by TV 
Guide, which asked a panel of network 
executives, children’s educators, 
consumer advocates, clinical 
psychologists and pediatricians to devise a 
compendium of quality shows for 
children. Their choices were: ‘‘Sesame 
Street,’’ ‘“Mr. Rogers’ Neighborhood,”’ 
‘‘Pinwheel,’’? ‘‘Fraggleé Rock’’ and 
“‘Welcome to Pooh Corner’’ for pre- 
schoolers: “*3-2-1 Contact,’’ ‘Reading 
Rainbow,’’ ‘‘Faerie Tale Theatre,’’ 
‘““Wonderworks,’’ ‘‘Powerhouse,’’ 
‘“Standby " Lights! Camera! 
Action!,’’ ‘‘You Can’t Do That On 
Television”? and ‘‘Mr. Wizard’s World’’ 
for preteens; and ‘‘The Cosby Show,”’ 
“Family Ties,’’ ‘‘Highway to Heaven,’’ 
‘““Main Street,’’ ‘‘Afterschool Specials,’ 
‘‘National Geographic Explorer,’’ 
“‘Livewire’’ and ‘‘Fame’’ for teens. 


WHAT’S INTERESTING about that

NEW YORK (NC) — The old studio 


system that built the movie industry is 
long gone.. Showing who makes the 
decisions about what movies get made 
today is ‘‘Hollywood Dreams,’’ a 
documentary in the ‘‘Frontline’’ series 
‘airing Tuesday, May 13, 9-10 p.m. on 


’ PBS. 


This is a rare look inside an industry 
that many still associate with a world of 
fantasy and glamour. Behind the scenes 
of this $5 billion-a-year industry are some 
tough wheelers and dealers. 


MODERN MOVIE production is a 
highly speculative form of gambling. The 
average Hollywood film costs $14 million 
to make but it has to return three times 


. that before it begins to show a profit — 


that adds up to a lot of movie tickets. 


Each movie is made from scratch, 
beginning with finding the right story and 
the right talents to make it work on the 
screen. Movies today are made by agents 
who get a percentage of the deal that they 
put together for financing and 
distribution by a studio. 


Since agents are the focal part of the 
industry today, producer-reporter Irv 
Drasnil makes them the stars of his 
documentary. Most of them are young, 
energetic and somewhat cynical about the 
business. “‘As soon as you’re in you’ve 
got to realize you’re going to be out,”’ 
comments one agent. 


ANOTHER SAYS that it is more 
important to make a profitable deal than 
it is to make a successful movie.
